Petropolis, Brazil — In a moun- 
tain rfsoit 4U miles from Kio de 
Janeiro— and 2400 feet aoove sea 
level — delegates to the Inter-Amer- 
ican Conference for Maintenance of 
Continental Peace and Security are 
convening this month at a "little 
fruit stand. 
Tnat is the literal translation of 
Quitandinha, but don't get the idea 
tnat the delegates are oemg slignt- 
ed. Even at New fork's Waldorf, 
Hollywood's 
Beverly-Wilshire 
or 
Europe's Monte Cano, they would 
never have it so Rood ,as the Senor 
GI's who came to Petropolis used 
to say. 
The plenary sessions, 
for ex- 
ample, will be held in tnc largest 
of the hotel's nightclubs, an inti- 
mate affair which seats 2t>0 for 
normal dining, dancing, and drink 
ing ,but will accommodate twice 
that many for the conference meet- 
ings by utilizing the dance floor. 
Tnis is a wide-open space with a 
glass floor, lighted from beneath, 
which delics all nightclub tradi- 
tion by making it possible to dance 
without fear of falling into either 
the bass drum or tne soup at 
ringside taole. 
Tne nightclub got the nod ovei 
the gamoiing casino. When this tre 
mendous rooin is empty of custom 
ers anil croupiers ,as it has Deer 
since the Dutra regime outlawed 
gambling, the acoustics are such 
as to obliterate any meditations 
on peace and security. If you stand 
under the center of the 80-loot dome 
and say "she-h.' the answer will 
come back "sh-h, sh-h, sh-h, sh-h," 
and you can count each one If yea 
stand there and clap your hands 
sharply a couple of times, senors 
and scnoras in the vicinity are 
likely to start digging fox-holes n 
the parquet floor, to escape the 
machne-gun fire.

Tnat is the literal translation of 
Quitandinha, but don't get the idea 
tnat the delegates are oemg slignt- 
ed.

Europe's Monte Cano, they would 
never have it so Rood ,as the Senor 
GI's who came to Petropolis used 
to say.

Despite his forecast of opposition 


by other Republicans, the Ohio sen- 
ator stood committed today to head 
a drive for legislation to expand 
old age assistance, increase unem- 
ployment compensation, construct 
public housing and provide state 
administered federal aid for health 
and education.

Britain 


would have a permanent mandate 
for Jerusalem, Bethlehem and Naz- 
areth, with a corridor from Jerusa- 
lem to the coast. 
This proposition was turned down 


by both Jews and Arabs. Disorders 
again swept the land. These have 
continued ever since with varying 
degrees of intensity —clashes

and 
Arab 
states should be created. 
Britain 


would have a permanent mandate 
for Jerusalem, Bethlehem and Naz- 
areth, with a corridor from Jerusa- 
lem to the coast. 
This proposition was turned down 


by both Jews and Arabs. Disorders 
again swept the land. These have 
continued ever since with varying 
degrees of intensity —clashes 
be 


tween Jews and Arabs, and clashes 
between British and Jews. 


Now a majority of the U. N. Pal- 


estine committee has recommend 
ed that .the Holy Land be divided

Press Vital for 


Democracy and Youth 


This week the American press 


T-alls attention to the value of free- 
"wom of speech and press in a re- 
public. 


, It has been said so often it may 
sound like a truism, and yet were 
it said less often we might be in 
danger of losing our lioerty. In 
the shadow of World War II that 
is something we can well believe. 


The world is troubled and full of 
fear today because on all sides 
we have examples of ghost states 
with paper constitutions proclaim- 
ing democratic beliefs, but lacking 
•J.e working knowledge of demo- 
cracy which every nation 
must 


have if it hopes to be and remain 
a self-governing nation. ' 


First item in this "working know- 
ledge" of democracy is the right 
of -public debate and the practice 
thereof. The right to speak out, 
whether right or wrong in judg- 
ment, and the responsibility 
of 
printing the opposition view, are 
things that go on every day in the 
American and British democracies 
—and therefore contribute the daily 
&re without which the torch of 
human liberty would go out. For 
democracy means government by 
many—and the many must speak 
up in order that the nation may 
finally arrive at a 
compromise 
decision. 


This, therefore, is the contribu- 


tion of a free 
press to a demo- 
cracy. 


But during Newspaper week we 


are 
also reminded 
of the con- 


tribution that the newspaper insti- 
tution makes toward the business 
uaucation of youth— in the news- 
paper carrier system. 


All over America newsboys de- 
liver home-town and state papers, 
buying from newspaper companies 
qr agencies at wholesale and selling 
at retail to town subscribers. A 
good portion of today's grown busi- 
nessmen had their first business 
experience as newsboys. Hundreds 
of them did so in Hope. Even in 
my time there have been upwards 
of 150 boys through The Star's car- 
rier system, and that covers only 
Jf>. years; 
The Star's publishing 
record goes back to 1899. 


Where 16 to 20 boys travel in 
one pack the management has to 
be sure there isn't a really bad 
one in the lot. And all of them 
have to be in school. 


So, whether it's high policy of 


government or the bringing up of a 
youngster in the American way of 
life, your newspaper is intimately 
tied up with community, state and 
nation—and we like to recall the 
iact this Newspaper week.
